AMA Plans Next Show 


FIRST AUTOMOTIVE EQUIPMENT SHOW sponsored by the Automotive Maintenance 
Assn. of Michigan in Detroit in October generated such in- 
terest that the association already has plans in the works 
for a much larger show sometime early next year. 


NEARLY 100 LOCAL REPAIR SHOPS were represented at the show, which the 
association considers a very large number in view of the 
Size of the show. It featured only eight displays by local 
distributors. 


PLANS ARE TO HAVE BETWEEN 35 and 60 displays at the next show, which 
would be held outside of Detroit, probably in Saginaw, which 
boasts a high membership of repair shops. 


No Penalty for Absorbing Tax 


NO PENALTY IS IMPOSED on the retailer who absorbs the retail excise tax 
on his merchandise, according to the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. If he's asked about it, though, IRS warns, the seller 
must admit the item is taxable and the tax is included in 
the price. 


IRS has no objection if the retailer absorbs the tax on a fair traded 
item as a means of cutting the price. But he is not allowed 
to suggest that there is no tax on the item.

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Car Production Short of Goal 


NEW CAR PRODUCTION this year definitely is going to fall short of the 6 
million unit goal by about 200,000 cars. Principal cause for 
missing the target is production difficulties experienced 
with some of the completely new designs. 


ONE COMPANY REPORTEDLY discovered that deflection in the floor pan 
caused doors to jam when five persons occupied the car. It 


was necessary to beef up the structure, causing considerable 
delay. 


OTHER COMPANIES had die troubles. 1956 sales, however, are expected to 
reach 6 million easily, sending dealers into the new year 
with very manageable inventories, far under the level of 
last January l. 


Specialty Repair Work Survey 


THE CONTINUED TREND TOWARD specialty repair shops is pointed up in a 
survey made recently by the Automotive Maintenance Associa- 
tion of Michigan. The association noted that there were only 
20 so-called “general" repair shops operating in Detroit 
this year of a total of 3893 shops licensed in the city. 


GASOLINE STATIONS, in particular, the association observed, are going in 
for specialty work quite heavily, and most of those in the 
Detroit area are now operating such shops as an adjunct to 
their fuel business. 


“Edsel” Scheduled for Next Fall 


FORD'S UPCOMING NEW CAR, the Edsel, will be introduced early next fall 
and may possibly be the first 1958 car to be announced. 
Production of engines for the new car at the Lima, 0., plant 
is scheduled to hit full schedule by late June. 


THE EDSEL REPORTEDLY will be priced between the Mercury and Lincoln and 
will have at least two series on different wheelbases. 


AM to Drop Dealer Fund 


AMERICAN MOTORS IS EXPECTED to drop its Dealer Volume Investment Fund 
program at the end of this year, when it adopts a policy of 
100 per cent labor warranty recovery in line with the dealer 
concessions granted by the Big Three. 


THE FUND WAS OPERATED for the past two years and gives the dealers 
additional compensation for increased volume. 
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Change in Tire Size Costly 


ADOPTION OF 14-IN. WHEELS on about 75 per cent of 1957 model cars has 
been costly to the tire industry. It is estimated that it 
cost the tire builders about $25 million for new molds and 
other expenses in changing over to the 14-inch casings while 
still retaining production capacity for 15 in. tires. 


National Safety Congress 


SAFETY IN THE USE of overhead lifting devices in the automotive shop 
came under discussion at the 44th National Safety Congress 
held in Chicago. Discussing “Is Your Overhead Coming Down", 
B. J. Povolny, of Harrison Radiator Div., General Motors, 
talked of hoist safety, stressing the necessity for regular 
insnections of this equipment. The frequency of inspections 
would depend upon the frequency of use, and might vary from 
every day to once a month. 


MORE THAN 12,000 PERSONS attending the Congress heard Ned Dearborn, 
president of the National Safety Council, predict that 
probably 41,000 to 42,000 persons would die in traffic acci- 
dents during this year. 0. E. Hunt, retired executive vice- 
president of General Motors, won the tenth and final presen- 
tation of the David Beecroft Memorial Award with his paper, 
*The Skill and the Will to Drive Safely." 


Tighter Credit Regulations 


WHILE FUNDS FOR FINANCING new car sales will be tight during the coming 
year, financing agencies are confident enough money will be 
available to handle an increase of at least 10 per cent in 
car sales during 1957. 


DOWN PAYMENTS, HOWEVER, will average higher and the number of extremely 
long contracts (36 months) will undoubtedly be reduced. Also 
credit risks will be screened much more carefully. 


Retractable Hardtops Limited 


FORD, FIRST IN THE INDUSTRY to come up with a truly convertible re- 
tractable steel roof hardtop, does not expect to build very 
many of the special models after they go into production 
early next year. Reportedly Ford plans to build only about 
1500 of the units which undoubtedly will carry a stiff price 
penalty. 


Fuel Injection Popularity Spreads 


PONTIAC AND RAMBLER have jumped into the fuel injection parade with 
special models, shown for the first time at the New York 
Auto Show but not yet in production. Pontiac uses the 
Rochester system but does not give any performance figures. 


IT WILL BE OFFERED early next year on a special sports convertible 
called the Bonneville, but sold initially only for dealer 
use to get production experience. Rambler next spring will 
offer a special model called the Rebel, which is the first 
to use the Bendix electronic fuel injection system. The 
engine is 327 cu. in. and rated at 288 hp.

Western States Gain in Autos 


AUTOMOTIVE REGISTRATIONS in the 11 western states continue to gain at a 
faster pace than in the country as a whole, and will show a 
half million increase in 1956 over 1955. 


ACCORDING to government estimates, 11,538,000 vehicles will be regis- 
tered this year as compared with 10,954,284 registered last 
year, an increase of 5.3%. The national increase is 4%. 


Legislature Convenes In Jan. 


VARIOUS GROUPS IN THE automotive service industry in California are 
lining up their forces for concentrated legislative activity 
during the coming session of the legislature in Sacramento. 

SEVERAL FEATURES affecting the industry are being advocated by the In- 
terim Motor Vehicle Advisory Committee but industry repre- 
sentatives are hopeful that a sound and workable motor 
vehicle inspection law will be given consideration. With 
this in mind, alignments are being made with civic groups. 


Calif. Oil Supply Inadequate 

ACCORDING TO D. T. STAPLES, president of the Tidewater Oil Company, San 
Francisco, one out of every seven barrels of oil consumed on 
the Pacific coast this year had to come from foreign fields. 
The California Supply iS not adequate for west coast needs.

Govt. Stalls on Tax Cut 
EFFORTS TO GET 
are Stalled before 1956 ends. The U. S. Treasury Dept., as 


was expected, says it looks necessary to keep the present 
federal rate for another year.

CURRENT LAW DIRECTS an automatic cut in taxes on auto parts and some 
other items next April 1. But reductions would cost the 
government about $900 million, and the Treasury hopes to 
prevent the loss. 


War Clouds May Bring Wage Freeze 


WAYS FOR HOLDING THE LINE on wages and salaries in case the nation goes 
on a war footing are sought by the U. S. Labor Dept. This 
job was handed to the agency by the government as tense 
times continued in the Middle East. 


BESIDES DRAFTING A wage control plan, the Labor Dept. is expected to 
keep tabs on skilled manpower shortages. Another duty is to 
find how to develop skilled workers to cure the shortages.

Earnings Survey Closely Guarded 


OUTCOME OF ITS SURVEY of the earnings of retail trade employees is 
guarded by the U. S. Labor Dept. Officials there are check- 
ing the results closely, but they are unwilling to say 
what's been learned until they are sure how to present this 
material to Congress. 


PURPOSE OF THEIR EFFORT is to knock out the minimum wage exemption soon 
for certain retail groups. Labor Dept. is to stage the 
principal attack on the exemption. 


Government Competition Slackens 


LATEST RUNDOWN ON GOVERNMENT enterprises that compete with private firms 
shows nearly 500, including 79 automotive repair shops, have 
been closed under the Eisenhower Administration. These re- 
pair shops served the military forces. 


SOME COMPETING ACTIVITIES will be kept open, the U. S. Budget Bureau 
admits. If national security is involved or research is an 
aim, they will be allowed to keep going. 


NADA Convention In January 


IDEAS ON WHAT CAN BE DONE to bring in more qualified auto mechanics will 
be exchanged in January at the National Automobile Dealers 
Assn. convention in San Francisco. Up for discussion, also, 
will be means for making full use of limited shop space. 


THESE AND OTHER hard problems facing auto service shops will be talked 
over on Jan. 26 and 27. Auto factory service managers and 
staff members will be on hand. 


Tax Cut on New Cars Wanted 


CAR AND TRUCK BUILDERS want to convince Congress of two important facts 
about their position on federal excise tax rates. First, 
they want the "emergency" 10 pct tax on cars reduced to the 
8 pet of pre-Korean War days. 


SECOND, THEY DO NOT oppose collection of that part of the truck taxes 
earmarked for the highway trust fund. After this year, half 
the 10 pet levy on trucks is to be used for highway con- 
struction only. 


Repair Shop Receipts Increase 


GENERAL AUTO REPAIR SHOPS registered more than 40 pct of the $2.2 
billion in receipts for all auto repair services and garages 
in 1954. Receipts of the general shops amounted to $962.7 
million, U. S. Census Bureau figures show. 


TOP AND BODY REPAIR shops took in $263.8 million. The $2.2 billion total 
for shops providing repair, rental, and storage services to 
the public was well ahead of the $1.6 billion in receipts 
in 1948. 


Improved Car Market for "57 


ECONOMISTS IN THE GOVERNMENT, who've been getting the word on dwindling 
stocks of unsold cars in dealers' hands, look for a better 
car market in 1957.

Proper use of fire extinguishers at the right mo- 
ment can prevent fire from blazing out of control. 


Y the time the clock has ticked off another 
24 hours of your life, somewhere across the 
nation 30 persons will lose theirs in fire. In 
property damage, fire will destroy about 2 million 


dollars worth 


That’s the daily toll Based on estimated figures 


from last year. For this same year of 
1955, fire caused damage placed at 885 
million dollars and killed upwards of 12,- 
OOU persons. 

The chart on these pages presents a 
rundown of information on the different 
extinguishers now in common use. Take 
time to study the chart. Know your fire 
extinguishers. When fire strikes, you'll 
then be prepared to use the correct ex- 
tinguisher. This knowledge, which takes 
only a few minutes of your time, may one 
day save your life. 

Today, it is mandatory for buildings of 
almost every type to carry fire extin- 
guisher first aid protection. Research has 
shown that many of the fires making news- 
papers headlines could have been con- 
trolled by an extinguisher. 

A survey made by the Safety Research 
Institute shows that nearly one-third of 
all recorded fires were snuffed out by 
hand fire extinguishers. It’s safe to assume 
that many other fires were not reported 
because they were quickly controlled by 
extinguishers. 

Fire extinguishers properly and speed- 
ily used, can save life and property. A 
Canadian steel company, for example, suf- 
fered 1,378 fires over a seven-year period. 

All but nine were subdued in time to 
remain in the “minor” fire class!

will enter between panels that are jammed to- 
gether. The tool separates the panels so that the 
Pull Rod can be used to raise the metal with- 
out stretching the hole out. 

A third important item in repairing the body 
dent is a stainless steel straight edge. This is 
used to show up high or low spots without dis- 
turbing the light reflection on the painted sur 
face of the panel or fender being worked on. The 
straight edge should be used edgewise on flat or 
near flat surfaces. 

Light reflection on the paint easily shows the 
low spots and permits raising the metal only 
where needed. A sanded surface breaks up the 
light reflection and low spots can only be found 
by further grinding or filing. This tends to 
weaken the metal. The 9/64 inch diameter holes 
drilled for the Pull Rods remove only a small 
fraction of the metal that would be removed in 
filing or grinding. After the 9/64 inch diameter 
holes are filled, this leaves a panel of very near 
original strength. Minor repairs can be com 
pleted without filing or grinding by block sand 
ing. This removes surplus solder which will also 
show any remaining low spots. If any low spots 
are seen, just drill a hole and pull up. This saves 
time in preparation for painting as featheredg- 
ing is already done. The area of priming and 
sanding is also considerably smaller 


Drilling Necessary Holes 
Drill 9/64 inch holes about 1% inches apart or 
as needed. In sharply creased panels it may be 
necessary to drill holes as close as °. or '% inches 
apart to help relieve the tension of the stretched 
metal. Insert the Pull Rods simultaneously. The 
“pop-out” dent from a straight push-in can easily 
be repaired by drilling holes in the damaged area 
near the ridge or the outer edge 
Carefully spoon down the ridge while pulling 
with two Pull Rods which can easily be held in 
one hand. The head of a metal finishing hammer,

Autronic Eye 


Trouble-shooting techniques for handling four main components of the “‘Eye”’ 


Hk Autronic Eye is the name applied by 
General Motors to its automatic dimming 
and switching device for car headlamp 
beams. The “Eye” consists of four components: 
phototube, amplifier, power relay, and auxiliary 
foot control switch 
Number one component is the phototube unit 
which is mounted on the top left side df the 
instrument panel. The phototube unit is in 
reality an optical device. Equipped with a lens. 
This device picks up light from the headlamps

of an approaching car. The light thus picked-up 
becomes focused to a filter and mask to the 
phototube. 

The phototube’s job is to convert the light 
into an electrical signal. This impulse is con- 
ducted by a wire cable to an amplifier unit. 
Location of the amplifier unit is under the hood 
on the left front fender dustshield. From here 
voltage is supplied to both the phototube and 
the power relay. 

In response to a signal from the phototube

unit, the amplifier unit operates the power relay 
to lower the headlamps beams. The power relay 
is mounted under the hood near the amplifier 
unit and switches the headlamps between the 
upper and lower beams. 

It is a heavy duty relay with special alloy 
contacts and is operated by the amplifier unit. 

An auxiliary foot control switch is now com- 
bined with the standard foot dimmer switch. 
When the switch is pressed down lightly and 
held, it acts as an over control switch to provide 
the upper beam regardless of the amount of 
light on the phototube unit 

The headlamps are controlled automatically 
in only one position of the standard foot dim- 
mer switch. The other position of the standard 
foot dimmer switch provides a lower beam only. 

The over control section of the dimmer 
switch functions only in the automatic position 
of the standard foot dimmer switch. When the 
switch is pressed down lightly and held, it pro- 
vides the upper beam regardless of light on the 
phototube unit. This arrangement permits sig- 
nal if desired and provides a simple test for 
automatic position section of the standard foot 
dimmer switch. 

In the automatic position of the standard 
foot dimmer switch, the autronie eye provides 
complete automatic switching of the headlight 
beams. When a car approaches, the light from 
its headlamps strikes the phototube unit. This 
causes the Autronic Eye to switch the head- 
lamps to the lower beam. At this time if the 
driver of the approaching car had on the upper 
beam he would normally switch to the lower 
beam thus greatly reducing the amount of light 
falling on the phototube unit. The Autronic 
Eye is designed to maintain its vehicle head- 
lamps on a lower beam even with this reduction 
in light. 

When the light is removed from the photo- 
tube unit the automatic headlamp control unit 
returns the headlamps to the upper beam.

If the approaching vehicle fails to switch to 
its lower beam the auxiliary foot switch may be 
cperated to provide another beam for signaling 
purposes.

This includes studying labels, 
tulking to wholesale distributors and salesmen, 
reading your trade publications, and manufac- 
turers’ literature. This way you build up a val- 
uable background of information. 

When you don’t carry the particular type of 
automotive merchandise that the customer has 
asked for, admit it by saying, “I’m sorry, but 
we don’t have that right now.” This has proved 
to be about the best selling technique. Your 
frank admission is likely to bring the response, 
“Well, do you have anything similar?” Now the 
customer is coming to you. If you had tried to 
suggest another style at once, you would have 
built up a resistance. 

Asking questions that will give you some 
idea of the way that the customer plans to use 
the merchandise isn’t a bad idea either. Then 
you have a much better picture of the custom- 
er’s needs. Frequently you'll be able to sell 
him something far more suitable for his pu 
pose than the item he originally was eager to 
buy. 

And now we're getting down to the last of 
current resolutions Build sales for to 


morrow. After the customer has finished his 


buying, make sure that he gets a printed sales 
building circular with his purchase. This 
might be a bill that you have had printed up 


vourself, announcing a special sale on a special 
type of automotive merchandise to be held in 
the near future.

§ the Payroll Working for You? 


Payroll costs comprise a large expenditure in the dealership or shop. Here are some 


tips for checking your own procedures to see whether the Payroll is working for you 


AYROLL costs comprise a large expendi 
P.::. made by the average automobile 

dealer and by many independent repair 
shop owners. A constant watch over these ex- 
penditures is vital to the continued existence 
of even the smallest firm. 

Here are a number of experience - tested 
methods of obtaining greater value from pay 
roll expenditures: Schedule work carefully and 
consolidate work steps in the firm to eliminate 
every possible amount of idle time. 


Eliminate Unnecessary Motion 


Eliminate unnecessary motions in work rou 
tine. Constant going back and forth across the 
shop or office to perform a job function adds 
to payroll costs on each job. Re-arrangement of 
equipment, storage facilities, supplies, etc., is 
often a ready step toward reduction of such 
unnecessary motions in work routines. 

Centralize work; budget daily work time. 
Aimless scheduling of work is usually wasteful 
of high-priced employee time. 

Set standards for a reasonable day’s work 
and let members of the staff know that they 
are expected to meet these standards. All of 
us tend to take the easy way in our work rou- 
tines. Even the best employee will slack off 
unless he has some standard to maintain. Set- 
ting too high standards can be harmful. too 
but a fair standard of work output for both 
employee and management is necessary. 

Periodic study to eliminate useless operations 


or steps in work procedures helps get more out 
of payroll dollars. Often purchase of new 
equipment can provide highly profitable returns 
in this respect where ancient and very obso 
lete units are now in use. 

Develop a flexible staff which can be shifted 
to meet peak loads. Training for greater skills 
on the part of each employee from time to time 
will more than repay the small cost in this one 
respect alone. 


Schedules May Need Adjusting 


Work hours and schedules may often be re- 
adjusted to get more out of payroll dollars. 
Wherever the firm has individuals standing 
around waiting for work to do there is a very 
obvious need of much re-adjustment. In many 
firms a close study of this point has resulted in 
very sizeable savings of payroll costs over a 
year’s period of time. 

Adjustments on work routines can enable the 
automotive businessman to hire less - skilled 
employees for certain work in the daily rou- 
tine. In some instances the purchase of modern 
equipment will enable the dealer to secure 
satisfactory savings in this area of payroll cost. 
In others, assigning certain parts of shop or 
office work to less-skilled personnel will free 
highly skilled employees for more of the com- 
plex work. 

Closer supervision over employee time spent 
off actual work can also add to savings in pay-

To make 
a solid and permanent repair job, 
take a piece of body lead which is 
a little larger than the hole you 
have drilled.

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Removing Squeak in Rocker Arm 


I have a suggestion that will prove helpful to Chev- 
rolet owners who have an annoying squeak in the V-8 
valve rocker arm ball seat. Remove the ball seat and 
put it on a spring tie bolt with two nuts on the bolt to 
hold it. Use the vaive refacer stone to cut three spiral 
grooves in the seat about 1/32 inch deep to allow oil 
to enter the seat. By following this method you will 
be able to stop even the most annoying squeak, Pat 
Martin, 703 East 10th Street, Gothenburg, Nebraska. 
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Loose Generator Bearing 
Causes Odd Noise 


One common complaint, espe- 
cially on 1956 Ford passenger cars 
is the occurrence of a “tingling” 
noise at the front of the engine 
after driving fast for a distance 
and then coming to a stop. This 
noise is only heard for a moment, 
but nevertheless is very annoying. 
We have found that the generator 
rear bearing is a factory loose fit 
in the end plate and as_ the 
cenerator end plate gets to oper- 
ating temperature, the rear gen- 
erator bearing “walks” around, 
creating the disturbing noise. We 
have had favorable results by either 
internally or externally “‘peening”’ 
the back plate bearing case and 
climinating the rear bearing loose 
fit.

Eliminating Oil 

Leak at Clutch 
I have found that quite often in 
all types of Chrysler products with 
standard transmissions that there 
is transmission oil on the clutch 
disk, sometimes enough to ruin the 
smooth action of engagement of the 
pressure plate and flywheel. To 
stop this oil damage to the clutch 
plate disk use a brake anchor felt 
washer as a seal on the clutch 
pinion shaft. Set against the front 
transmission bearing and then in- 
stall the front cover plate oil 
slinger over it. I have been doing 
this operation since 1935 and have

Lock Nut Removed Without

To check 
the phototube alignment place two 
pieces of tape 22 inches apart on 
wall at hood height. Position car 
25 to 50 feet back from wall with 
center line of hood aimed at right 
hand tape. Sight down rib on top 
of phototube unit to see if it is 
pointing at left hand tape. 

If phototube is incorrectly aimed 
it should be removed from the 
instrument panel and mounting 
stud hole and locating hole in the 
instrument panel elongated. This 
will allow the unit to be rotated 
to its correct position. 

Also note that headlamps should 
be turned off before any connec- 
tions are tightened, made or bro- 
ken. Battery ground strap—as 
earlier mentioned—must be dis- 
connected before removing or 
tightening phototube unit due to 
the 800 to 1000 volts in this unit. 

After alining phototube, it will 
also be necessary to readjust the 
horizontal aim as outlined before.

that is carefully taped with several 
thicknesses of masking tape, will do 
very well. When the ridges are gone 
and the “pop-out” is out, it is very 
easy to any remaining 
Pull up the low spots while 
spooning down the high spots and 
check often with the straight edge.

Drag Racing Event 
Held in Illinois 


A 30-year-old businessman and 
his six-wheeled 3,500 pound 
“Green Monster #6” roared to top 
honors at the third annual World 
Series of Drag Racing, held at the 
Lawrenceville, Ill, Municipal Air- 
port. 

Art Arfons, operator of a grain 
and hardware store, piloted his 
winning ragster to a new track 
record of 152.542 mph. The color- 
ful meet which was held last Au- 
yust, attracted more than 1,000 hot 
rodders from all corners of the 
country. Some 300 racing cars 
competed at the yearly Mecca of 
hot rodding. Event was sponsored 
by the Automobile Timing Asso- 
ciation of America, Inc. (ATAA). 

Hot rodders entered in 29 classes 
at the meet. They competed for top 
speeds attained in a quarter mile 
acceleration run and for top elim- 
inator. Some 100 trophies and 
awards were presented to winners 
by the manufacturers of Maremont 
Mufflers, Proto Tools, Holley Car- 
buretors, Accurate Clutches and 
Grizzly Brake Linings the auto 
parts manufacturers underwriting 
ATAA., 

This year’s champion, which came 
within 3 mph of establishing a new 
world’s record for a quarter mile 
drag race, was powered by a giant 
water cooled 12-cylinder Allison 
engine of the same type used in 
many World War II fighter planes 
Mounted directly behind the driver, 
the low slung power plant developed 
1450 horsepower in the brief quar 
ter-mile course. 

The spectacular showing of Ar 
fons’ “beast” (an exceptionally fast 
car in hot rod lingo) won him the 
86 inch Maremont trophy and a 
$1,000 college scholarship. The car, 
sixth of a series of unconventional 
designs powered with aviation en- 
gines, was built by Art, and his 
two brothers, Walter and Dale.

Chances are there won't be too many 
calls for these new lamps. But a cus- 
tomer of yours might get his front 
end bashed in—or maybe he'll have 
an early burnout. In either case, he'll 
expect you to have the replacement 
lamp. We suggest you stock a couple 
of each of the new smaller-size G-l 
Gt laltn Headlamps (4001 and 
4002)—and maybe a couple of the 
auxiliary driving lamps (4412). A box 
of the new interior bulbs (1445) 
should be adequate for a while. Your 
nearby General Electric Lamp Sup- 
plier is close enough so you can 


quickly re-order if you need more.
